Morning Moating of 17 February 1965 


General Carter wis in the Chair as Acting DCI. 

Current Intelligence Briefing covereds Vietnam, roadwatcher 
information from Laos indicates continuing movements of NVN and VC 
into Laos from NVN {a memo is being done on this subject), Chi Com 
propaganda and subversive developments in Western and Central Africa, 
French considering further withdrawal from NATO activities, new 
military front app ears to be op ening on the Congo -Uganda frontier. 


Ambassador Thompson's discussion with Dobrynin re Vietnam on 15 
February, and Chou plans to visit Middle East countries next month. 
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DDS&T reported that a route map for the TACKLE mission and an 
NPIC affidavit will be available for General Carter's review sometime 
between noon and 2;00 p. m. today. DDS&cT noted that BLUESPRINGS 
and SAC operations are scheduled for tomorrow also and coordination on 
all these is being worked out. 

DDS&T noted that there is doubt about the extent to which the 
Soviets may have corrected their Mars probe and that it could end up 
the winter in the dual competition. 

DDS&T cited some reactions to the two Agency cables sent out over 
the weekend re CORONA. 


DDS&T said he would report to General Carter privately on a 
meeting in the Pentagon yesterday attended by Land, Fubini, McMillan, 
and Wheelon.
